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Santa Rosa flea market Productive meeting with Aruba’s 
a whopping success financial institutions 



Last Saturday the first Santa 
Rosa flea market took place 
here and resulted in a tremen¬ 
dous success. From the early 
hours of the morning people 
were waiting in line to enter 
the doors to begin purchasing 
fresh local produce. 

It is the intention to hold 
these flee markets once every 
last Saturday of the month 
where the Aruban public can 
come and purchase fresh fish, 
greens, fruits, earth remedies, 
trees and many other local 
products. Sale hours were from 
8:00 am to 2:00 in the after¬ 
noon. 

As this was the first such 
event the organizers did not 
expect such a massive turnout, 
which resulted in most of the 
produce being sold out within 
the first 2 hours. Because of 
the enormous interest for this 
type of market they are con¬ 
templating doing this at least 
twice monthly. 

According to Minister Odu- 
ber, there appears to be new 
motivation, new incentive 


among our local agriculturists 
and keepers of livestock as well 
as among our fishermen. There 
is a new generation who has 
gained an interest in agriculture. 
The recent course organized by 
Santa Rosa on permaculture 
may have also contributed to 
this new interest surge. 

The minister indicated that 
they are currently working on 
what should be the best 
method for supplying our agri¬ 
culturists and livestock owners 
with water. This is one of the 
biggest difficulties at this mo¬ 
ment, according to the Minis¬ 
ter. The government is 
currently working on the water 
plant at Parkietenbos. They are 
attempting to install a type of 
machine that would purify the 
water and make it 100% usable 
for agriculture and livestock. 

The Minister is convinced 
that Santa Rosa will become a 
most important sector for 
Aruba where we will be able to 
produce much of our own pro¬ 
duce rather than having to im¬ 
port so much from abroad. 



Last Friday the Prime Minister 
met with members of out fi¬ 
nancial institutions to discuss 
different important issues. The 
encounter resulted in being 
very productive for all those 
present. 

The economic figures of the 
past year show an increase of 
10% of the Gross Domestic 
Product. Tourism indicators 
are also positive. Container ac¬ 
tivity records a 20% increase, 
while the income for the island 
is at 10%. Unemployment 
shows a decrease from 10% to 
7.9%, according to govern¬ 
ment indicators. 

Despite these positive indi¬ 
cators, the government is of 
the opinion that not only the 
government must be investing, 
but that everyone should be 
contributing. “We can achieve 
the maximum only if we give 
our maximum, which must in¬ 
clude our banks, insurance and 
other companies. These too 
must be investing for our eco¬ 
nomy to progress,” asserts 
Prime Minister Eman. 

Reportedly, the private sec¬ 
tor has complained that they 
are having difficulty obtaining 
financing for their invest¬ 
ments. For this reason Eman 
decided to hold an encounter 
with our financial institutions 
to find ways to stimulate more 
action towards a positive social 
economic development 

through making money more 
accessible to local investors. 


The primary factor which 
influences financial loans is 
the high interest rates. Accor¬ 
ding to Frendsel Giel of Aruba 
Investment Bank, the high in¬ 
terest rate is the great “bottle¬ 
neck for businesses. Our banks 
are not too enthusiastic about 
reducing the interest rates. 
Both Ryan Kock of Aruba 
Bank and Javier Wolter of 
CMB indicated that the rela¬ 
tively low volume of loans is a 
reason for the current interest 
rates. However, Diego Frankel 
of Fatum is of the opinion that 
our banks should be more fle¬ 
xible. . .the conditions ought to 
be better. Frankel believes that 
better cooperation between in¬ 
surance companies and the 
banks could help greatly. “To¬ 
gether we should be able to 
help the commercial sector,” 
remarked Diego Frankel. 

According to CMB Manag¬ 
ing Director, Javier Wolter... 
’’entrepreneurs very often are 
unable to make their plans con¬ 
crete.” Wolter is of the opinion 
that business owners could 
benefit from help from the 
banks with information from 
accountants and lawyers. 

Both Giel and Wolter are 
convinced that those who need 
the most help are business 
starters. AIB has for some time 
been working on a program to 
teach business starters how to 
prepare a business plan, how to 
go about getting financing and 
how to develop an efficient 


business administration. 

Prime Minister Eman pro¬ 
posed that there be a type of 
guarantee fund for small and 
medium size businesses. Such 
a fund would facilitate the fi¬ 
nancing for an entrepreneur in 
the event he is unable to com¬ 
ply with all of the severe con¬ 
ditions of a bank as this relates 
to risk protection. 

Since each of the represen¬ 
tatives of our financial institu¬ 
tions agreed with Eman that the 
idea of a guarantee fund was an 
acceptable idea, they decided 
to begin working on the idea. 
Mr. Giel of the AIB was very 
critical of the reserved position 
of the commercial banks. Ac¬ 
cording to Giel, when an entre¬ 
preneur approaches a bank he 
must have the confidence that 
the bank will give ear to his pe¬ 
titions. The accessibility for ob¬ 
taining financing according to 
Giel is an important factor 
when preparing a public tender 
for a project. Local companies 
are not getting a decent slice of 
the ‘cake,’ simply because they 
are not getting an honest op¬ 
portunity. 

The Prime Minister was 
very pleased with the results of 
the meeting. He remarked 
that... “It is only as we work to¬ 
gether can we achieve maxi¬ 
mum results for Aruba: and 
this ought to be our goal.” 
Eman will continue with these 
encounters in other areas of in¬ 
terest in our community.

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France's Lagarde first 
woman IMF chief

WASHINGTON,France’s 
Christine Lagarde was named 
Tuesday as the first-ever fe¬ 
male chief of the IMF, faced 
with an immediate crisis as vi¬ 
olent Greek protests rocked the 
stability of the eurozone. 

The French finance minis¬ 
ter, respected for her leader¬ 
ship during the financial crises 
that have rocked Europe over 
the past three years, was cho¬ 
sen to replace countryman Do- 
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minique Strauss-Kahn. 

’’The results are in: I am 
honored & delighted that the 
board has entrusted me with 
the position of MD of the 
IMF! ” Lagarde said via Twitter 
minutes after the announce¬ 
ment. 

Despite grumblings from 
emerging economies over Eu¬ 
rope’s 65-year lock on the 
IMF’s top job, the solid sup¬ 
port of the United States and 
European nations made it vir¬ 
tually impossible for Mexican 
challenger Agustin Carstens. 

Ultimately key emerging 
nations, including Brazil, 
China and Russia, also gave 
Lagarde their backing. 

Choosing Lagarde was ex¬ 
pected to ease concerns in Eu¬ 
rope over the Fund’s support 
for the fragile bailouts of 
Greece, Portugal and Ireland 
in the wake of the unexpected 
departure of Strauss-Kahn. 

’’The executive board of 
the International Monetary 
Fund today selected Christine 
Lagarde to serve as IMF man¬ 
aging director and madame 


chairman of the executive 
board for a five-year term 
starting on July 5, 2011,” the 
Fund said in a statement. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s office declared it a 
’’victory for France.” 

Since the race began in late 
May, 5 5-year-old Lagarde has 
been the strong favorite over 
Carstens, Mexico’s central 
bank chief, despite his formi¬ 
dable resume. 

And few had expected 
Washington to break the tacit 
pact, dating to the founding of 
the International Monetary 
Fund and sister institution the 
World Bank, that an American 
would run the Bank while a 
European headed the Fund. 

The 187-nation Fund, 
which plays a crucial but often 
controversial role aiding coun¬ 
tries in financial straits, was 
left reeling after Strauss-Kahn 
resigned in the middle of tense 
negotiations over Greece’s 
massive bailout and anxiety 
over other struggling Euro¬ 
pean economies. 


us nuclear material safe 
despite wildfire: officials 


LOS ANGELES, (AFP)-Ra¬ 
dioactive material stored at the 
top US nuclear laboratory is 
safe despite a threatening wild¬ 
fire which has closed the Los 
Alamos National Lab (LANE) 
and forced 42 percent of the 
lab’s 11,800 employees to 
evacuate, officials said. 

’’All nuclear and hazardous 
materials, including those at 
the lab’s principal waste stor¬ 
age site Imown as Area G, are 
accounted for and protected,” 
authorities said Tuesday on the 


official New Mexico Fire In¬ 
formation website. 

Radioactive materials are 
stored at the Laboratory for re¬ 
search purposes and the prop¬ 
erty also houses radioactive 
wast and is the historic lab 
where the atomic bomb was 
developed during World War 
II. Separately, US nuclear au¬ 
thorities were watching flood- 
waters threatening a nuclear 
power plant in Nebraska after 
a protective barrier collapsed. 


Dutch lawmakers vote on 
ritual animal slaughter 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Animals have to 
be stunned before being 
slaughtered in halal or kosher 
rituals, except if it could be 
proven they would suffer less 
without it, Dutch lawmakers 
decided Tuesday. 

Dutch law states that all an¬ 
imals must be stunned before 
being butchered, but has previ¬ 
ously made an exception for 
halal and kosher ritual slaugh¬ 
ter. 

Tabled by the country’s 
Party for the Animals (PvdD), 
which has two seats in the 150- 
seat parliament, a majority of 
the Dutch lower house adopted 
an amendment abolishing this 
exception. 

Parliamentarians, however, 
also adopted a separate amend¬ 
ment stating that ritual slaugh¬ 
ter can be performed without 
stunning if ’’independent 
proof’ could be shown that an 


animal would suffer less if it 
was not dazed. 

Jewish and Muslim repre¬ 
sentatives insist that ritual 
slaughter respects animal wel¬ 
fare, citing methods used to 
limit suffering and arguing that 
ritual butchers receive expert 
training. 

They implored the Dutch 
government, unsuccessfully, 
not to change the law as it 
would impact on their freedom 
of religion. 

More than two million ani¬ 
mals — mainly sheep and 
chickens — were ritually 
slaughtered in the Netherlands 
every year, the PvdD said. 

Abdelfattah Ali-Salah, di¬ 
rector of Halal Correct, the or¬ 
ganisation that issues halal 
certificates in the country, has 
called this figure ’’inexact”, 
saying it was closer to 
250,000.

Dutch Princes’ Children’s Book 
now in Papiamento 


Financial institutions pleased 
with government’s initiative 




She is known for her constant 
efforts to work for a better 
life for children. 

She has given much time 
and energy to combating 
analphabetism through pro¬ 
moting reading programs. 
Thus, HerHRoyal highness, 
the Princess of the Nether¬ 
lands, Laurentien is a staunch 
supporter of children’s pro¬ 
grams. 

Minister Michelle Win- 
klaar-Hooyboer was privi¬ 
leged to encounter the royal 
Princess during her recent 
visit to the Netherlands 
where she presented informa¬ 
tion regarding possible op¬ 
portunities for Aruba and to 
present a copy Laurentien’s 
book translated into Papia¬ 
mento.

Reflections: 

AIFF 2011-What makes it (or will make it) better 
than other Caribbean film festivals? 


The Aruba International Film 
Festival is, admittedly, a work 
in progress, but film industry 
veterans-Oscar winning Direc¬ 
tor Jonathan Demme, for ex¬ 
ample, and scores of inter¬ 
national press attending, have 
labeled it “quite impressive,” 
for what it has accomplished, 
while still in the “infant 
stages.” Demme, who has been 
dedicating quite a bit of his 
time to documentaries such as 
the work he screened during 
the AIFF, “The Agronomist,” 
publicly praised one of the en¬ 


tries from Puerto Rico in the 
festivals unique competition, 
Caribbean Spotlight Series, ti¬ 
tled “100,000.” His own film 
about the Haitian martyr cam¬ 
paigning for democracy for his 
island nation, Jean Dominique, 
would have been an appropri¬ 
ate entry, but was screened as 
a feature film. 

Aruban-born Aaron Hose, 
now a documentary filmmaker 
for UCF, made quite a splash 
at the inaugural AIFF in 2010 
with his film “Voices in the 
Clouds” during the tribute to

local cinema, which was not a 
contest, but grew into this 
year’s event. Because of his 
singular status as a recognized 
filmmaker but native to Aruba, 
festival producers approached 
him about being the Director/ 
Producer of the CSS. 

Aaron heartily agrees with 
CSS jurist Noel de Sousa in his 
conviction that “we can’t ex¬ 
pect the tourists to fill all the 
seats at AIFF... we must al¬ 
ways make sure to have a sec¬ 
tion of the festival that caters 
to the "local palette."” The 
CSS proved overwhelmingly 
successful in this goal, parti¬ 
cularly the films paired with 
screenings of the two short 
films in the “Aruba Flavor” 
competition, “10 Ave Maria,” 
and “Muhe Frida;” the latter 
taking the prize. Why were 
there not more films from 
Aruba? Aaron and the other 
CSS judges, Emmanuel Itier 
and Rosalie Klein, were disap¬ 
pointed as well. 

Regarding the lack of en¬ 
tries, Aaron muses: “One mis¬ 
sing element on the island is 
that of "development." There 
aren’t enough programs perma¬ 
nently (or seasonally) in place 
to help develop local talent. I 
have heard and read remarks 
from people who believe that, 
instead of pumping money into 
this festival, the government 
should invest in a school that 
will teach our youth to make 
films. I must say, I agree with 
both sides; we just need to find 
a happy medium. The festival 
is crucial for obvious reasons. 
However, we also need to have 
initiatives in place to motivate 
native islanders to- wards mak¬ 
ing films, and to teach them 
some of best practices in doing 
so. In that sense, the AIFF be¬ 
comes something our own

Space debris a growing 
probiem

WASHINGTON - A scare trig¬ 
gered by orbital debris that on 
Tuesday came within a couple 
of hundred metres (yards) of 
the International Space Station 
(ISS) sheds light on an acutely 
worsening problem. 

Millions of chunks of 
metal, plastic and glass are 
whirling round Earth, the 
garbage left from 4,600 
launches in 54 years of space 
exploration. 

The collision risk is low, 
but the junk travels at such 
high speed that even a tiny 
shard can cripple a satellite 
costing tens of millions of 
dollars. 

Around 16,000 objects 
bigger than 10 centimetres 
(four inches) across are 
tracked by the US Space Sur¬ 


veillance Network, according 
to NASA's specialist newslet¬ 
ter (newsletterhttp ://or- 
bitaldebris.j sc.nasa.gov/news 
letter/pdfs/ODQNvl5il .pdf). 

There are around 500,000 
pieces between one and 10 
cms (half and four inches), 
while the total of particles 
smaller than one centimetre 
(half an inch) "probably ex¬ 
ceeds tens of millions," NASA 
says elsewhere on its website. 

The rubbish comes mainly 
from old satellites and upper 
stages of rockets whose 
residual fuel or other fluids 
explode while they turn in 
orbit. As the junk bumps and 
grinds, more debris results. 

Another big source, 
though, is a Chinese weather 
satellite, Fengyun-lC, which 


China destroyed in a test of 
an anti-satellite weapon in 
2007. 

Debris specialists and 
satellite operators were in¬ 
censed. At a stroke, it helped 
increase the tally of large de¬ 
bris by more than a third. 

In May 2009, a 10-cm 
(four-inch) chunk from 
Fengyun-lC passed within 
three kilometres (1.8 miles) 
of the US space shuttle At¬ 
lantis, prompting plans for 
evasive manoeuvres that 
proved to be unneeded. 

Four known collisions 
have occurred between 
tracked objects, France's Na¬ 
tional Centre for Space Stud¬ 
ies (CNES) says. 

In 1991, a Russian navi¬ 
gation satellite. Cosmos 
1991, collided with debris 
from a defunct Russian satel¬ 
lite, Cosmos 926, although 
this event only came to light 
in 2005. 

In 1996, a fragment from 
an exploded Ariane rocket 
launched in 1986 damaged a 
French spy micro-satellite. 
Cerise. 

In 2005, the upper stage 
of a US Thor launcher hit de¬ 
bris from a Chinese CZ-4 
rocket. 

And in 2009, a disused 
Russian military satellite. 
Cosmos 2251, smacked into 
a US Iridium communica¬ 
tions satellite, generating a 
debris cloud in its own right.

Doctors Urge Ban on 
Junk Food Ads During 
Kids' Shows 



— The nation’s leading group 
of pediatricians is calling for a 
ban on all junk food and fast 
food ads during children’s tel¬ 
evision shows as a means of 
slowing the rising tide of obe¬ 
sity among young people. 

In a policy statement pub¬ 
lished in the July issue of Pe¬ 
diatrics, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics (AAP) 
also asks Congress, the Federal 
Trade Commission and the 
F ederal Communications 
Commission to eliminate junk 


food and fast food ads on cell 
phones and other media, as 
well as to prohibit companies 
that make such products from 
paying to have their products 
featured in movies. 

One-third of children and 
teens are overweight or obese, 
double the proportion of 30 
years ago, the AAP statement 
said, and several studies have 
identified TV watching as a 
contributing factor. 

Watching TV or movies or 
being engrossed in texting or 
playing games on a cell phone 
means that children have less 
time to run, walk or otherwise 
exercise and more time to 
snack, what kids are watching 
also influences their eating 
habits, and what they’re seeing 
is a preponderance of commer¬ 
cials for high-sugar, high-fat 
foods.according to the AAP 
statement. 


Salmonella-tainted sprouts 
sicken 21 in US

STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AFP) Swedish health author¬ 
ities said Tuesday they had 
detected a case of infection 
with the E. coli strain that 
caused a deadly outbreak in 
Germany, in a man who had 
not been to that country. 

It is the first time that a 
case has turned up in Sweden 
in a person with no direct link 
to Germany, doctor Karin 
Tegmark Wisell of the 
Swedish Institute for Commu¬ 
nicable Disease Control told 
AFP. 

The patient, a middle-aged 
man from the south of Swe¬ 
den, ’’has not been to Ger¬ 
many and there is no obvious 
link to Germany. He’s not 
been abroad at all and he has 
not been close to anyone who 
has been to Germany or has 
been sick related to the Ger¬ 
man cases,” Tegmark Wisell 
said. 



In a statement, the institute 
said ”an EHEC (enterohaem- 
orrhagic E. coli) case of the 
same specific type as the out¬ 
break in Germany has been 
identified in Sweden.” 

It added an investigation 
was under way to find the 
source of contamination and 
that it was ’’still unclear if the 
contamination comes from 
food in Sweden or if there is 
some other connection to the 
German outbreak.” 

The man became ill with 
bloody diarrhea in mid-June 
but was feeling better, it 
added. 

The institute’s general di¬ 
rector Johan Carlson told 
Swedish news agency TT that 
the current situation was 
’’clearly more worrying than 
previously because more peo¬ 


ple risk being contaminated 
with the aggressive type” of 
the bacteria. 

Minister for Health and 
Social Affairs Goeran Haeg- 
glund told TT Swedish health 
services were prepared. 

’’What happened previ¬ 
ously in Germany and France 
has made Swedish health 
services more prepared than 
we otherwise would have 
been,” he said.

ern Germany, has killed 48 
people, German health author¬ 
ities said. 

The Swedish Institute for 
Communicable Disease Con¬ 
trol repeated a consumer ad¬ 
vice not to eat raw vegetables 
sprouts. 


An outbreak of salmonella 
poisoning in salad sprouts has 
sickened 21 people in the 
United States but is not con¬ 
nected to the German E. coli 
outbreak, health authorities 
said Tuesday. 

The illnesses arose between 
April 12 and June 7 and so far 
have spanned five states. 
Three people have been hospi¬ 
talized and no deaths have 
been reported, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion said in a statement. 

”A total of 21 persons with 
the outbreak strain of Salmo¬ 
nella Enteritidis have been re¬ 
ported from five states: Idaho 
(three), Montana (seven). 


North Dakota (one). New Jer¬ 
sey (one) and Washington 
(nine),” the CDC said. 

The salmonella is believed 
to originate in alfalfa sprouts 
and spicy sprouts. 

An outbreak of killer E. 
coli blamed on organic veg¬ 
etable sprouts grown in north¬ 
ern Germany, has killed 48 
people and sickened 3,900, 
German health authorities 
have said. 

One death in the US state of 
Arizona by a person who had 
traveled to Germany is under 
investigation, but has not been 
confirmed as linked to the Ger¬ 
man outbreak, the CDC said 
last week.

Remember, if you do choose to drink alcohol, do so in mod¬ 
eration — no more than one drink a day for women or two 
drinks a day for men.

EU tells Greece world 
economy at stake in 
austerity vote

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe ramped up pressure on 
the Greek parliament Tuesday 
to approve drastie austerity 
measures, warning that it 
would otherwise faee a swift 
debt default that would roek 
the world eeonomy. 

As Greek poliee elashed 
with protesters ahead of this 
week’s vote, Brussels told 
Greeee that no ’’Plan B” would 
be waiting if it failed to pass 
the measures demanded by 
ereditors in return for loans 
needed to keep Athens afloat. 

Prodding Greek politieians 


to ’’take their responsibilities,” 
Van Rompuy said ’’the more 
unanimity there is, the more 
unity there is, the better for the 
people of Greeee and our fu¬ 
ture.” European Union eeo- 
nomie affairs eommissioner 
Olli Rehn said Greeee was 
faeing a ’’eritieal juneture,” 
and that ’’both the future of the 
eountry and fmaneial stability 
in Europe are at stake. 

’’The only way to avoid im¬ 
mediate default is for Parlia¬ 
ment to endorse the revised 
eeonomie programme.” 

Rehn slapped down speeu-

lation that Europe was work¬ 
ing on a eontingeney plan in 
ease Greek lawmakers rejeet 
28.4 billion euros ($41 billion) 
in budget euts and tax rises as 
well as a 50-billion-euro pri¬ 
vatisation programme. 

German Finanee Minister 
Wolfgang Sehaeuble said in a 
newspaper interview pub¬ 
lished on Sunday that the eu¬ 
rozone must be ’’prepared for 
the worst” and would eope 
even if Athens defaulted on its 
debt. 

EU offieials reiterated that 
the austerity measures were a 
pre-eondition for the EU and 
International Monetary Fund 
to release 12 billion euros 
from last year’s 110-billion- 
euro bailout, whieh Athens 
needs by July to avoid eol- 
lapse. 

The newly-named head of 
the International Monetary 
Fund Christine Lagarde urged 
Greeks to show national unity 
over government austerity 
measures aimed at averting a 
debt default. 

Greeee’s opposition eonser- 
vatives oppose the austerity 
measures, saying the eountry 
needs lower taxes to revive the 
eeonomy. 

Tensions mounted in the 
streets of Athens meanwhile 
as a general strike turned 
ugly, with anti-riot poliee fir¬ 
ing tear gas at 10,000 protest¬ 
ers outside parliament after 
youths hurled firebombs 
ahead of the key votes today 
and Thursday.

Laetalis — the eompany be¬ 
hind President eamembert — 
only holds a 29-pereent stake 
in Parmalat at the moment but 
the holding was enough to 
allow it to get nine of the 11 
seats on Parmalat’s board at the 
meeting in Parma.Franeo Tato, 
a former ehief exeeutive at 
Italian eleetrieity giant Enel, 
was eleeted as the new ehair- 
man of the board for a major 
Italian eompany that has 
emerged from one of Europe’s 
worst eorporate fraud seandals 
in 2003. 


Laetalis and Parmalat, 
whieh was founded in the 
1960s by veteran ehief exeeu¬ 
tive Calisto Tanzi who is now 
in prison for fraud, would have 
a eombined annual turnover of 
around 14 billion euros (20 bil¬ 
lion dollars).

US Supreme Court to review 
'indecency' definition 


The US Supreme Court an- 
nouneed it will review the 
meaning of indeeeney on tele¬ 
vision in a ease that eoneerns 
the showing of nude buttoeks 
and the use of swear words 
during live broadeasts. 

The highest US Court will 
hear the ease in the fall and an- 
nounee a deeision by June 
2012. 

Several questions of inde¬ 
eeney that have arisen from a 
variety of televised events 


DO NOT 





were eombined into a 
single ease after an ap¬ 
pellate eourt ruled that 
the definition of inde¬ 
eeney adopted by the 
Federal Communiea- 
tions Commission 
(FCC) was "uneonstitutionally 
vague." 

In one ease, the singer Cher 
and Nieole Riehie used pro¬ 
fanity during an evening 
awards show broadeast live on 
Fox. In another, an episode of 
the ABC TV series "NYPD 
Blue" exposed a nude woman 
from the rear as she entered a 
shower. 

Eaeh time, the FCC im¬ 
posed large fines on the sta¬ 
tions. The fines were 
ehallenged in eourt and ulti¬ 
mately deeided in favor of the 
television stations on appeal. 

The FCC won a previous 
indeeeney battle that origi¬ 
nally began in a erusade for 
tighter regulations after Janet 
Jaekson exposed her breast 
during a live Super Bowl 
broadeast in 2004. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
in favor of the FCC in 2009 
when it deeided that the 
ageney had the authority to 


forbid the live broadeast of 
profanity, but did not rule on 
whether the FCC poliey 
against "fleeting expletives" is 
valid under the US Constitu¬ 
tion's first amendment. 

That question was sent 
baek to the eourt, whieh stmek 
down the FCC poliey. 

The eourt used that ruling 
to strike down a separate ease 
of the use of the indeeeney 
regulation against displays on 
TV of adult female nudity, if 
done in a suggestive way. 

The eurrent indeeeney def¬ 
inition states that "the material 
at issue "must fall within the 
subjeet matter seope of [the] 
indeeeney definition — that is, 
the material must deseribe or 
depiet sexual or exeretory or¬ 
gans or aetivities," and "the 
broadeast must be patently of¬ 
fensive as measured by eon- 
temporary eommunity 

standards for the broadeast 
medium."

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Training just outside Buenos 
Aires, Brazil are honing their 
game plan for the 43rd Copa 
Ameriea, starting Friday, as 
the five-times world ehampi- 
ons ehase a third straight win 
in the international game's 
oldest event. 

But if re-asserting regional 
dominanee would put a big 
feather in the eap of eoaeh 
Mano Menezes, both the 
Brazilians and their Argentin¬ 
ian hosts have an eye fixed 
on the 2014 World Cup. 

Given Argentina's failure 
to land a major trophy at sen¬ 
ior level sinee their 14th 
Copa triumph in Eeuador in 
1993 - six Copas and five 
World Cups ago - the pres¬ 
sure is mainly on the albiee- 
leste. 

Brazil ean, in eontrast, 
elaim to be moulding a work 
in progress whieh is not sup¬ 
posed to go on show until the 
World Cup itself 

Given the World Cup 
reeords in partieular of both 
eountries, many believe that 
the Copa is all about Ar¬ 
gentina and Brazil. 

But both are aeutely aware 
of at least one side whieh 
have tripped them up in the 
past. 

That side is Uruguay, who 
proved the piek of the eonti- 
nental erop at last year's 
World Cup finals, outdoing 


both of its illustrious neigh¬ 
bours by reaehing the semi¬ 
finals. 

It was Uruguay, too, who 
emphatieally rained on 
Brazil's parade in the 1950 
final by winning 2-1 in Rio's 
Maraeana. Brazil may have

Mexico exclude seven players for 
indiscipline 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Mexico have excluded eight 
players from their squad for 
the Copa America (July 1-24) 
for indiscipline, the Mexican 
Football Federation an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday. 

The young players were 
suspended for six months and 
fined $4,170 after incidents at 
a hotel in Quito, Ecuador fol¬ 
lowing a friendly match last 
Saturday. 

The eight unidentified 
players "broke the rules" and 
"were suspended for the next 


six months," said national 
team director Hector Gonza¬ 
lez Inarruti. 

According to the manage¬ 
ment of the hotel, the players 
invited women into their 
hotel rooms, where thefts 
subsequently occurred. 

Mexico, whose senior team 
defeated the United States in 
the CONCACAF Gold Cup 
final on Saturday, had decided 
to send a squad of players 
aged under 22 to the tourna¬ 
ment in Argentina, supple¬ 
mented by five older players.

win the Copa. I played in the 
last two finals which we lost 
to Brazil. But now we will 
have home support behind us 
and this will be key." 

But Brazil will, as ever, be 
the major threat. 

While Argentina have 
laboured to find a winning 
formula since the halycon 
days of Maradona and com¬ 
pany, the Selecao have landed 
the 2002 World Cup triumph 
and a string of Copa crowns. 

Argentina coach Sergio 
Batista, selected by Argentin¬ 
ian Federation president Julio 
Grondona to pick up the pieces 
after the World Cup mauling 
by Germany last summer, can 
at least point to his 2008 
Olympic success while he has 
also overseen prestigious 
friendly wins recently against 
both Spain and Brazil. 

But those matches were 
followed by losses to Nigeria 
and Poland and already 
Batista is in the line of critical 
fire both from his bosses and 
the fans. 

Real Madrid's wide man 
Angel Di Maria says that Ar¬ 
gentina must ensure they 
combine to help Messi show 
his top form. 

"We have got to show Ar¬ 
gentina have it in us to win 
the title. That means getting 
the ball, moving it around and 
linking up with Leo." 

Previous Copas have been 
the platform for grooming 
young stars in the making - 
previous editions saw the 
likes of Ronaldo and Rivaldo 
emerge for Brazil. 

If the likes of Messi have 
been around for several years 
this year will be no diffeent as 
Brazil look to their prodigy 
Neymar, currently of Santos but 
coveted by a strong of top Eu¬ 
ropean clubs, not least Chelsea.

Mayweather hopes for 
Pacquiao but set for Ortiz 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten US fighter Floyd 
Mayweather will end a 16- 
month layoff against south¬ 
paw Victor Ortiz in 
September but still hopes to 
give fans a long-sought 
showdown with Filipino icon 
Manny Pacquiao. 

Mayweather, 41-0 with 25 
knockouts, will face World 
Boxing Council welterweight 
champion Victor Ortiz, 29-2- 
2 with 22 knockouts, on Sep¬ 
tember 17 at Las Vegas with 
an eye toward another south¬ 
paw, Pacquiao, after that. 

"After this fight, if I'm 
able to negotiate a Pacquiao 
fight, it could happen," May¬ 
weather said. "(Ortiz) is a 
southpaw. That could lead to 
the Pacquiao fight. If it does 
or it doesn't. I'm not going to 
stop fighting." 

Most of the fights on May- 
weather's agenda are legal 
ones. He faces three court 
cases, including charges from 
an incident with an ex-girl- 
friend that could bring up to 
34 years in prison, plus a 
defamation lawsuit from Pac¬ 
quiao. 

Asked how that federal 
lawsuit could affect negotia¬ 
tions for a Pacquiao fight, 
Mayweather said, "I'm not 
sure at all." 

"You go through ups and 
downs in life. If that's how he 
feels, things happen. If he 
wants to go to court for 
defamation of character, 
that's up to him." 

Pacquiao argues that his 
reputation was damaged 


when Mayweather accused 
him of being a dope cheat in 
his push to have "Pac-Man" 
take blood tests close to the 
date of a fight, something the 
Filipino star has steadfastly 
refused but something that is 
also not required by any US 
boxing oversight group. 

"Hopefully Manny Pac¬ 
quiao steps up to the plate 
and takes the test so we can 
fight," Mayweather said. "I'm 
waiting for the fight to hap¬ 
pen. I'm taking one step at a 
time." 

Ortiz and Mayweather will 
be undergo extra blood and 
urine tests beyond usual lev¬ 
els before their fight. May¬ 
weather had similar rules in 
place before his most recent 
fight, a victory over Shane 
Mosley in May of last year. 

"I've been missing the 
sport," Mayweather said. 
"I'm happy to be back per¬ 
forming for the fans." 

Mayweather said he is try¬ 
ing to shrug off the court 
cases to focus on fighting 
Ortiz and that because he is a 
fighter, he might be seen as 
guilty in incidents involving 
physical contact before all the 
facts are given to a jury. 

"They are already saying 
I'm guilty with no photos or 
pictures of anything," May¬ 
weather said. "I need to see 
some pictures and see some 
proof of what I have done. 
All of this is just hearsay. 

"All I need to do is go out 
there and stay focused and 
focus on what is in that 
squared circle."

Lauren Cheney opened the 
scoring for the Americans in 
the 54th minute and Rachel 
Buehler doubled the lead 
after 76th minutes for Pia 
Sundhage's team. 

The Americans top Group 
C with three points along 


with Sweden while North 
Korea and Colombia have 
zero points. 

The Americans next play 
Colombia on July 2 in Sin- 
sheim. 

Elsewhere in Leverkusen A 
second-half goal from Jessica 
Landstrom got Sweden's 
women's World Cup campaign 
off the mark with a 1-0 win 
over newcomers Colombia in 
their opening Group C tie. 

The 57th-minute goal 
came after a string of near 
misses from the bungling 
Swedish frontline but it was 
enough to secure all three 
points in their first meeting 
against the South Americans. 

It was a worthy debut on the 
world stage for the young 
Colombians, who took to the 
pitch after the news that veteran 
goalkeeper Yineth Varon had 
been kicked out of the tourna¬ 


ment for failing a doping test. 

The 29-year-old tested 
positive following an out-of- 
competition test in Lev¬ 
erkusen last Saturday and is 
now suspended from all foot¬ 
ball pending an inquiry, but 
has the right to ask for her 'B' 
sample to be analysed. 

Sweden have reached the 
quarter-finals at four of the 
last five World Cups, missing 
out only at China 2007, when 
they were eliminated in the 
group phase. 

The 1984 European cham¬ 
pions next play North Korea 
on July 2 in Augsburg and the 
United States on July 6 in 
Wolfsburg. 

The South Americans next 
clash is with world number 
ones the United States on 
July 2 in Sinsheim, with their 
final group game against 
North Korea in Bochum four 
days later.
